Improvised Method 





“The next time you want a pair 
of boudoir slippers or hiking boots 
try manufacturing them from an 
old, discarded automobile tire,’ is 
the suggestion of Jack Dority, 
manager of the D. & D. Rubber 
company, local Fisk dealers. “Re- 
cently some foreign governments, 
in countries where shoes were con- 


spicuous by their absence and 
hook-worm conspicuous by its 
presence, have compelled all in- 


habitants to wear some kind of 
foot covering. Leather being cost- 
ly, native ingenuity turned to old 
old automobile casings as a sub- 
stitute for standard footwear.” 

Several pictures have been re- 
ceived from abroad by the Fisk 
Tire company of sturdy, service- 
able shoes made from worn tires. 
The upper part is made of cord 
fabric reclaimed from the old cas- 
ings, while the soles, which are 
riveted to the uppers by metal 
staples, are sections of tread, guar- 
anteed not to skid in wet weather 
and impervious to blowouts. 

“Tf this style continues to gain 
favor,” continued Mr. Dority, ‘“‘it 
looks as though some of the new 
Air-Flight tires for export, when 
they have done their duty on the 
wheels of a car, will deliver many 
more miles of service as foot cov- 
ering. Tender feet might find 
these improvised shoes somewhat
